John  D.  Moore,  a  hairdresser,  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  devoted  the  earn¬ 
ings  of  one  week’s  labour  to  the  same  glorious  cause.  The  proceeds, 
twenty  dollars,  were  remitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Greek  fund  in  this 
city,  W.  Meredith,  Esq. 

The  two  preceding  instances  of  liberality,  with  which  I  commence 
this  number,  may  not,  at  the  first  glance,  appear  entitled  to  be  recorded 
among  the  splendid  and  magnificent  donations  and  bequests  recorded 
in  these  annals.  This  is  a  very  erroneous  idea,  and  is  in  the  teeth  of  the 
instructive  lesson  afforded  by  the  widow’s  mites.  Two  individuals  might 
be  produced,  one  of  whom,  by  a  donation  of  twenty  dollars,  would  be 
more  liberal  than  another  by  a  donation  of  five  hundred.

III. 

Samuel,  John,  and  William  Philips, Esqrs.  of  Boston,  bestowed  on  the 
Andover  Academy  g  50,000.  The  name  of  Philips  is  entitled  to  a  con¬ 
spicuous  niche  in  a  temple  devoted  to  the  honour  of  men  of  large  and 
liberal  souls.

The  above  William  Philips,  Esq.  lately  subscribed  one  thousand 
dollars  to  the  Bunker’s  Hill  Association. 

V. 

Messrs.  Samuel  Richards,  Robert  Ralston,  Samuel  Archer,  and 
Samuel  Wetherill,  in  1815,  bestowed  two  valuable  city  lots,  164  feet 
front  and  134  feet  deep,  one  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  Asylum  for 
Orphans,  the  other  for  Indigent  Widows.  On  these  lots  two  large, 
handsome,  and  commodious  buildings  have  been  erected.  The  one  con¬ 
tains  eighty  orphans,  to  whose  education  particular  attention  is  paid — 
the  other  contains  twenty-five  widows,  for  whom  a  comfortable  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  for  life. 

VI. 

John  Keble,  a  native  of  England,  a  private  citizen  of  Philadelphia^ 
where  he  arrived  at  a  very  early  age,  by  the  most  rigorous  economy, 
amassed  a  handsome  fortune,  which  he  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  episco¬ 
pal  ministers  of  this  city,  to  be  devoted  to  benevolent  and  charitable 
purposes.  The  distribution  was  as  follows :

A  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  Orleans,  was  lately  sold  under  mort- 
'gage,  and  was  purchased  by  a  Mr.  Judah  Touro,  a  Jew,  a  native  of  New 
England,  to  prevent  its  being  devoted  to  any  other  purpose  than  that 
tor  which  it  was  originally  intended.  Worship  is  celebrated  in  it  by 
the  society  by  whom  it  was  formerly  owned. 

VIII. 

David  Sears,  Esq.  of  Boston,  lately  purchased  the  City  Market,  for 
g  60,000;  for  which  he  made  a  deed  to  the  City  of  Boston,  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  terms— -that  the  income  shall  be  funded  annually,  and  that  half 
the  interest  arising  from  the  fund  shall  be  paid  for  the  use  of  him  and 
his  heirs,  to  the  Wardens  of  St.  Paul’s  Church;  the  other  half  to  be 
expended  ftora  time  to  time,  first  in  ornamenting  the  Common,  im¬ 
proving  the  Mall,  and  building  a  wall  round  the  pond;  and  then  for 
such  public  improvements  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as  the  Mayor  and  41- 
dermen  for  the  time  being  shall  think  fit  to  be  made. 

LX. 

Miss  Knox  lately  bequeathed  to  the  Theological  Seminary  of  New 
Brunswick  g  2000,  for  the  education  of  indigent  students. 

X. 

Mr.  Sheldon  Clarke,  of  Oxford,  has  bestowed  6000  dollars  on  Yale 
College,  1000  of  which  have  been  recently  given  for  the  purpose  of  en¬ 
dowing  a  scholarship  in  that  institution.

Ebenezer  R.  Dexter,  Esq.  Marshal  of  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  who 
died  recently,  bequeathed  his  whole  fortune,  supposed  to  amount  to 
60,000  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  asylum  for  the  poor  in  the 
town  of  Providence. 

XII. 

The  late  Israel  Walters,  of  Charlton,  in  Massachusetts,  bequeathed 
the  interest  of  g  10,000  to  the  Academy  in  Leicester,  so  long  as  it  shall 
continue  to  be  located  there.  In  case  of  its  removal,  the  bequest  is  to 
be  transferred  to  the  town,  to  be  devoted  to  literary  objects. 

XIII. 

The  Synod  of  Philadelphia  lately  engaged  to  found  a  professorship  in 
the  theological  seminary  in  Princeton,  at  an  expense  of  25,000  dollars. 
In  two  weeks  §5,000  were  subscribed  in  Baltimore,  and  13,000  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia.
